He said in testimony prepared 


for the special senate committee 
on atomic energy that "we wish 
to go on record most strongly as 
favoring complete exclusion of the 
military from any policy-making 
function on the commission" pro- 
posed for handling the problem, 


Davles added, "we do not mean 


to exclude efficient liaison between 
the commlslon and tho armed for- 
ecs."

was to engage in no business and
